exchange resin with a regenerant, wherein said control section makes a determination, 
based on the monitoring of said measurement result, as to whether ion-exchange abilitv 
of said !on-exchange resin has become saturated or not, and said control section 
conducts a regeneration bv said regenerating section when said control section 
determines that said ion-exchange resin has become saturated in combination with the 
rest of the limitation of claim 23. Also, claims 24-38 are allowable based on their 
dependency upon the claim from which each is dependent.
